FROM NEW YORK 


The earliest exis;'mg 
letter from 
what «is now New 
York

tinued use of cesspools and partially 
•logged sewers, Putnam likens to the 
gradual poisoning of one’s body, due 
to improper elimination of po«6onous 
waste materials.

er towns shows that sooner or later 
an epidemic of far reaching propor­ 
tions results from such conditions in 
a city on account of increased

Sikeston has the doubtful honor of 
being the largist town in the Htate 
without an adequate 
sewerage sys­ 
tem. according to the statement 
of 
George A. Putnam, Engineer for the 
."state Board of Health, who was 
in 
town today investigating the propos­ 
ed 
werage proposition. 
The possi­ 
ble exception 
is 
De Soto, 
a larger 
town in 1920, which although it ha** 
no sewerage system 
has 
excellent 
surface 
drainage. 
Over 
5ft 
towns 
smaller than Sikeston have 
complete 
».werage systems, 
he states, many 
under 10(8) population. 


The 
State Board 
of Health 
has 
found that cities 
without 
adequate 
sewerage systems have over twice as 
much filth-lMjrne 
disease, 
such 
as 
typhoid, 
diarrhoea, 
and 
enteritis, 
than towns with sewvrs. 
The con­ 
tinued use of cesspools and partially 
dogged sewers, Putnam likens to the 
gradual fM>isoning of one’s b*Mly, due 
to improper elimination of posnonous 
waste materials. 
Experience in oth­ 
er towns shows that sooner or later 
an .pidemic of far reaching propor­ 
tions results from such conditions in 
a city on account of increased 
soil 
pollution 
and 
failure 
of existing 
small sewers to function. 
Other towns have also found that 
sewers are cheaper 
than 
cesspools. 
The suggestesl increase of rents has 
b.en often used before in other towns 
a« a smoke screen to cover up
